N early Wipes the Town of Pukwana 
Out of Existence. 


Mitchell. S. D., June 29.— The little 
town of Pukwana in Brule county, 
about fifty miles west of Mitchell on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road, was nearly wiped 6ut of exis­ 
tence by a tornado, which covered a 
territory about a quarter of a mile 
wide and did damage that will take 
a long time to repair.

Denver, June 29.— The Democratic 
politicians of prominence who have al­ 
ready arrived for the national con­ 
vention of next week, left for a pleas 
tire trip Into the mountains. They \ 
straggle back and by the Hme thoy are 
all on the ground once more, the ad 
vancc guard of the state delegations 
will be here, or on their way, and 
there will be an ever-increasing ac­ 
tivity until the red fire has flickered 
put and the curtain hits been rung 
down on the final scene of the Demo 
cratic national convention. 
There were more depiirtures of poll 
ticians during the day than there were 
arrivals and consequently there was 
a dearth of lytppenings in the political 
sense. 
The out and out Bryan men 
were highly phased over the easy 
manner in which Theodore A. Bell of 
California was named for temporary 
chairman. 
There were rejtorts before 
Mr. Bell had been selected that a fight 
was to be made on him by Thomas 
Taggari, 
chairman 
of 
the 
national 
committee, and Roger C. Sullivan, the 
national committeeman from Illinois, 
but 
the 
promised struggle did 
not 
materialize, and the wishes of Mr. 
Bryan regarding Mr. Bell were car­ 
ried out without a sign or sound of 
dissent. 
This fact was taken by the 
Bryan men to mean that all opposi­ 
tion to the wishes of their leader had 
disappeared, or at least will be only 
of 
comparatively 
slight 
influence 
throughout the convention. 
They are now counting confidently 
upon the selection of Henry D. Clay­ 
ton of Alabama for permanent chair­ 
man, claiming that it will be brought 
about as easily and with no more op­ 
position than was that of Mr. Bell at 
the meeting of Saturday. 
No particular opposition has been 
made to Mr. Clayton and there are no 
present signs of any fight against him. 
Other names have been 
mentioned, 
but nome for the South save that of 
Senator Joseph W . Bailey of Texas, 
and it seems to be practically certain 
that he will not be able to attend the 
convention because of ill-health. 
It 
is known that Mr. Bryan desires a per­ 
manent chairman from the South, and 
the Bryan men believe that with Sena­ 
tor Bailey eliminated no man other 
than Clayton will be considered. 


Little Talk About Platform. 


Very little talk 
has so far been 
heard concerning the platform, but it 
is generally believed among the recoe 
nized leaders now here that the fight 
over the "injunction” plank in the 
Republican resolutions committee may 
find a parnllel when the Democratic 
platform builders are fairly at work. 
It is generally understood that in the 
event of the Bryan people securing 
control of the resolutions committee 
the declaration of principles will fol 
low closely the planks of the “ Lincoln 
platform." 
Arrivals of political importance have 
so far been few, and no delegations 
are expected for some days. 
Not a 
single headquarters has been opened 
as vet. and it will probably be Thurs­ 
day of this week before even they are 
in full swing.

The vice presidential situation, from 
the present outlook, offers the great­ 
est encouragement to that class of 
delegates which is looking for exeb.e 
ment at a political convention. Unless 
the nominee for the first place on the 
ticket should demand of his friends 
the selection of a running mate on 
whom he may have set his heart, the 
• indications would seem to point to 
numerous ballots in the completion of 
a ticket. 
The present prospects are that there 
will be no dearth of candidates for 
the vice presidential nomination.

Harry K. Thaw will leave Poughkeep­ 
sie in the custody of Under Sheriff 
John Townsend, who will produce him 
in the supreme court at White Plains 
in obedience to a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus issued Friday. 
Thaw will be accompanied by hi 
new attorney, Charles Morschauser of 
this city, who will ask Judge Mills to 
grant a jury trial and to order him 
detained in any place other than the 
Matteawan asylum until the question 
of his sanity has been adjudicated by 
a Jury. 
As the question of Thaw's right to 
a jury trial was not raised in the first 
habeas corpus proceedings before Jus­ 
tice Morschauser. it leaves a new Is­ 
sue to be presented to Judge Mills 
From his room in the Poughkeepsie 
jail. Thaw gave out a statement in 
which he says: 
“ Before the last writ was served we 
knew from our alienists that my sanity 
was perfect, and therefore made no 
adequate preparation for the hearing 
before Judge Morschauser. 
The doc­ 
tor at Matteawan told my lawyers and 
me, and told Dr. Pilgrim in the mid­ 
dle of April after I had been there ten 
weeks that 
he and 
Dr. 
Lamb had 
watched me carefully and that they' 
w'ere positive that I had not the slight­ 
est 
symptoms 
of 
paranoia. 
After 
what he had stated to all these gen­ 
tlemen, we were not prepared tor the 
way he testified. 
“ In consequence of this, although 
Mr. Jerome did not prove that I was 
not sane, we did not prove my sanity 
as thoroughly as we should have, and 
my short testimony late In the night 
did not improve our case. 
“ All the doctors who have seen and ! 
examined me have no doubt of my i 
sanity whatever, except Dr. Baker, and

visited New York, no one could be 
more positive than he was that I had ! 
no delusions of any kind and was ah ! 
solutely free from paranoia. 
"M y counsel do not wish me to re- 1 
turn to Matteawan, nor do I. 
After 
the confinement to which I have been 
subjected the associate a with crim­ 
inal lunatics might ruin my health. 
"The fact that I am well mentally 
and physically after tw’o long trials, 
and nineteen months in the Tombs 
and three months at Matteawan, in 
itself practically proves that my con­ 
dition is normal in every way.”

T here were reports before 
Mr. Bell had been selected that a fight 
was to be m ade on him by Thom as 
Taggart, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
national 
committee, and Roger C. Sullivan, the 
national com m itteem an from Illinois, 
but the 
promised struggle did 
not 
materialize, and the wishes of Mr. 
Bryan regarding Mr. Bell were car­ 
ried out w ithout a sign or sound of 
dissent. 
This fact was taken by the 
Bryan m en to mean that all opposi­ 
tion to the w ishes of their leader had 
disappeared, or at least will be only 
of 
com paratively 
slight 
influence 
throughout the convention. 
They are now counting confidently 
upon the selection of H enry D. Clay­ 
ton of A labam a for perm anent chair­ 
man, claiming that it will be brought 
about as easily and with no m ore op­ 
position than was that of Mr. Bell at 
the meeting of Saturday. 
No p articular opposition has been 
made to Mr. Clayton and there are no 
present signs of any fight against him. 
Other nam es have been mentioned, 
but nome for the South save that of 
Senator Joseph W. Bailey of Texas, 
and it seem s to be practically certain 
that he will not be able to attend the 
convention because of ill-health. 
It 
is known that Mr. Bryan desires a per­ 
manent chairm an from the South, and 
the Bryan men believe that with Sena­ 
tor Bailey elim inated no m an other 
than Clayton will be considered. 


Little Talk About Platform. 


Very little talk has so far been 
heard concerning the platform, but it 
is generally believed among the recog 
nized leaders now here that the fight 
over the “injunction” plank in the 
Republican resolutions com mittee may 
find a parallel when the Democratic 
platform builders are fairly at work.

Thaw Wants a Jury to Pasa Upon H it j 
Mental Condition.

H arry K. Thaw will leave Poughkeep­ 
sie in the custody of Under Sheriff 
John Townsend, who will produce him 
in the suprem e court at W hite Plains i 
in obedience to a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus issued Friday. 
Thaw will be accompanied by hi 
new attorney, Charles M orschauser of 
this city, who will ask Judge Mills to 
grant a jury trial and to order him ! 
detained in any place other than the 
Matteawan asylum until the question 
of his sanity has been adjudicated by 
a jury. 
As the question of T haw ’s right to i 
a jury trial was not raised in the first I 
habeas corpus proceedings before Ju s­ 
tice M orschauser, it leaves a new is- 
su£ to be presented to Judge Mills. 
From his room in the Poughkeepsie 
jail, Thaw gave out a sta te m e n t In 
which he says: 
“Before the last writ was served we 
knew from our alienists that my sanity 
was perfect, and therefore m ade no 
adequate preparation for the hearing 
before Judge Morschauser. 
T he doc­ 
tor at M atteaw an told my law yers and 
me, and told Dr. Pilgrim in th e mid­ 
dle of April after I had been th e re ten 
weeks that he and Dr. Lam b had 
watched me carefully and th a t they 
were positive th at I had not the slight­ 
est 
sym ptom s 
of 
paranoia. 
After 
what he had stated to all these gen­ 
tlemen, we w ere not prepared lor the 
way he testified. 
“In consequence of this, although 
Mr. Jerom e did not prove th a t I was 
not sane, we did not prove my sanity 
as thoroughly as we should have, and 
my short testim ony late in the night 
did not improve our case. 
“All the doctors who have seen and 
examined me have no doubt of my 
sanity wha:ever, except Dr. Baker, and 
until the 
writ 
was served 
and he 
visited New York, no one could b e' 
more positive th an he was that I had 
no delusions of any kind and w as ab­ 
solutely free from paranoia. 
“My counsel do not wish m e to re­ 
turn to M atteawan, nor do I. 
After 
the confinement to which I have been 
subjected the association w ith crim ­ 
inal lunatics m ight ruin my health. 
“The fact that I am well m entally 
and physically after two long trials, 
and nineteen m onths in the Tombs 
and three m onths at M atteawan, in 
itself practically proves that my con­ 
dition is normal in every way.”

El Paso, Tex., June 29.— Fifteen hun­ 
dred troops have arrived in Torreon, 
Coahuilla, Mexico, as reinforcem ents 
for the garrison at that point. 
It is 
reported that the revolutionists have

M atamoras, 
about 
fifteen 
miles from Torreon, and that Ameri­ 
cans are sending their families away 
from there as rapidly as possible. 
Two hundred of the Eighteenth bat­ 
talion, Mexican infantry, have arrived 
in Juarez. 
In Chihuahua patrols are 
stationed in the streets and public 
houses 
and 
the 
jails 
are 
heavily 
guarded. 
Official advices relative to sending 
troops to Torreon say that with the 
forces stationed there the town 
is 
“now im pregnable.” 
In Chihuahua there is considerable 
alarm among the citizens and guards 
are continually passing through the 
streets. 
A great m any extra police 
have been sworn in. 
Both jails of Chihuahua are protect­ 
ed, reinforced by guards, aud troops 
are stationed on the roofs of public 
buildings. 
T he 200 men of the E ighteenth bat­ 
talion, who have arrived in Juarez, 
m ade an aggregate of 500 soldiers sta­ 
tioned there. 
Inform ation brought h ere by passen­ 
gers on the incoming Mexican Cen­ 
tral train is that all bridges and ap­ 
proaches to Torreon on every road ex­ 
cept the Mexican Central have been 
burned. 
T he International line out of Tor­ 
reon, on which is located the town of 
M atamoras, 
reported 
to be 
in

hands of revolutionists, has suffered 
heavily, and the Coahuila and Pacific 
railway is entirely tied up as the re ­

of depredations committed by 
revolutionists.

death by the ignition of their clothing 
nor those killed by runaway horses. 
The number maimed through the loss of 
eyes and fingers is never less than 2000. 
The sale of fireworks to children should 
be 
prohibited. 
Preparatory 
to the 
reign of fire, rubbish in areas or yards 
should he removed or w etted down. 
Stables, outhouses, packing rooms and 
cellar windows should he tightly closed. 
Red fire does not explode; the pin w heel 
is fastened to a tree; the Roman candle 
discharged from the curbstone burns 
nothing but a wrist. 
The dynm ite tor- 
f>edo often used on the street railway 
tracks is not dangerous to the occu­ 
pants of the car but it is a terror to 
hysterical nerves. 
KIRK CRACKER3 
“ The small Chinese firecracker which 
is used in greater num ber than any 
other firew'ork, destroys most property 
and few’est lives. 
The paper of the 
cracker often glow's for minutes afte r 
it is exploded, igniting trash in which 
it falls. 
The electric sparkler is harm- 
, less unless its w'ire while still red hot 
is thfow’n into rubbish. 
Garden pieces 
and the new ‘cannon strin g ,’ w’hteh 
, contains thousands of crackers, are safe 
enough because they m ust be fired by 
an adult. 
But a very small part of the 
fire loss on the Fourth is chargeable to 
sky rockets. 
The sticks are cooled on 
falling so they seldom ignite a roof. 
But in the celebration at Pittsburg, 
last year, a descending rocket stick 
pierced the skull of a babe, destroying 
it in its m others arms.

The most deadly thing used in our an­ 
nual outbreak of savagry, called patri­ 
otism, is the toy pistol. 
It explodes a 
paper cap containing chlorate of potash 
and pieces of the paper are often driv­ 
en under the skin of the hand. Street 
dust at all times carries bacilli which 
cause lockjaw if buried in human flesh 
so that air cannot reach them. A most 
dangerous practice is to cover such a 
wound with a plaster. 
All penetrating 
wounds from fireworks must be laid 
open by a surgeon and dressed so that 
air can enter them. The deaths in the 
United States from lockjaw following 
the Fourth have ranged from 105 to 466. 
i Fortunately there is now a serum for 
the cure of lockjaw.

i the amount of powder in any firework 
and prohibiting altogether fireworks 
containing phosphorus, chlorates, pi­ 
ra te s, dynamite and other high explo­ 
sives.

Dr. Henry S. rascal of New York 
city, who has made a study of clima­ 
tology, was asked by a New’ York 
Times reporter what the thousands of 
delegates to Denver must avoid and 
also keep in mind to maintain their 
normal physical conditions. 
“There are certain classes of men.” 
said Dr. Pascal, “w’ho are affected se­ 
riously by the change from the sea 
level to an altitude of 5,000 feet. Den­ 
ver is exactly one mile above the sea 
level, 5,280 feet. 
Persons with hard­ 
ened arteries or any tendency to heart 
trouble or Bright’s disease are apt to 
have acute attacks 
upon 
suddenly 
moving to high altitudes. Men of these 
types should avoid worry and excite­ 
ment and should get plenty of sleep or 
It might go hard with them. 
They 
must avoid heavy eating as well as 
drinking. 
“Then there is the so called moun­ 
tain fever, or mountain sickness, at­ 
tending the acclimatization of the In­ 
dividual. ’I bis is the more or less se­ 
vere according to the altitude and 
sometimes lasts for several days. It is 
accompanied by headache, nausea, gas- | 
tro-intestinal disturbances and acceler- j 
ated pulse and respiration. The rare- j 
fication of the air in high altitudes is 
responsible for these conditions, bring- ! 
lng about changes in the circulatory ; 
system. In Denver one breathes in 20, 
per cent less oxygen than at the sea 
level 
This decrease in oxygen causes ; 
deeper breathing in order that the i 
blood may get what it requires; deeper ; 
breathing causes greater muscular ex- j 
ertion. and this is the reason tubercu­ 
losis patients are benefited in Denver. 
But persons with incipient consump­ 
tion who go to the Denver convention 
must be careful and take it easy until 
they are acclimatized.

“Acute Bright’s disease is not com­ 
mon In Denver, but it Is particularly 
severe there when It does occur. Stim­ 
ulants are more likely to produce such 
physical disturbances than at the sea 
level. 
“Another thing that those who pro­ 
pose to attend the Denver convention 
w’ould do well to bear in mind is that 
sleep is disturbed more easily at a high 
altitude by trivial causes and in those 
who are overworked mentally. 
Again, 
nervous persons are more apt to be 
disturbed in their sleep in Denver 
than at the sea level if they are phys­ 
ically overworked. 
“Mountain sickness is undoubtedly 
attributable to less oxygen, and the re­ 
sulting vascular changes are responsi­ 
ble for the acute attacks In those suf­ 
fering from heart and kidney disease.” 
The physician pointed out that the 
gradual ascent of a mountain, on foot 
or horseback, instead of a rapid Jour­ 
ney by train, allowed the lungs to get 
used to the decrease In oxygen and 
thus lessened the period of acclimati­ 
zation. 
This, of course, modifies the 
severity or does away entirely with 
mountain fever.
